The worst problem is that 
the second conversion frequency is 6 mHz, which beats with the accursed 
Radio Havana in my neck of the woods, so every station in the high bands 
has birdies. Sigh.

Hi ‘fellow Anchorists, 


Some time ago Rich, KB8TAD, reported that he had experimented with his 
NC-173 to see how little B+ would operate the set. His results were that 35 
to 40 volts were sufficient to receive HF broadcast stations using an 
external speaker and that at 35 volts the current draw only was 11ma. He 
didn't say anything about the BFO operation but obviously the HFO was 
operating OK. 


I'm familiar with the NC-173/183/D series of receivers and can see that it'd 
be easy to use the rear mounted external power plug to supply low voltage B+ 
after removing the rectifier tube. For any receiver without an external 
power plug I'd just make up an octal plug with cable to fit in place of the 
rectifier tube and run the cable out through any handy ventilation hole or 
slot. Almost any thin flexible cable will do fine for 40 to 75 volts. 


I'm going to add this experiment to my list of things to do. I have an old 


@-150 volt regulated supply that I haven't fired up in too many years and 
it'd be perfect for this use. I knew I was saving it for something. 


This could really save a lot of work and allow us to maintain the original 
character of a lot more equipment while being able to use it, not just look 
at it on the shelf.

In a nutshell: 


The H600 is a legit model number. There are basically five types of tube 
T-O's. The earliest type (pre-WWII) is made out of unobtainium if you are 
concerned about cost. The first post-war unit used eight loctal tubes and 
a 117Z3 rectifier. Nice set, it is identifiable by not having a flex joint 
on the handle (among other things). Tubes are available and reasonable. 
The remaining three types used all miniature tubes and had essentially the 
same chassis, with minor differences in the power supply. This series uses 
a 1L6, which is very expensive ($30) and often weak or bad. The remaining 
tubes are plentiful and reasonably priced. One would expect to pay 
anywhere from $50 to $150 for the average TO at a hamfest. The "depends" 
is mainly an issue of cosmetic condition. For $50 you should expect one in 
one piece, but blemished. For $150 it ought to look pretty good. 


EVERY T-O will require recapping. Even if it plays, trust me, the paper 
caps will be bad. This amounts to about a dozen caps in the later models 
and perhaps 18-20 in the older model. There also will probably be 
high-value R's (1 meg or more) that have drifted. Point is that when 
buying, cosmetic condition is more important that playing condition, since 
you are gonna have to fix it anyway. As long as you are careful of the RF 
box (delicate wires) repair is straightforward. You may have to replace 
the selenium rectifier in the newer models. A diode and about a 50 ohm 
resistor are suitable. 


There are no "bad" TO's. They were a very sophisticated design, perform 
well and sound great.

I was looking at the schematic for an Aurora 
Plastics Co., One Tube Radio kit, and i see 

the regen is controlled by a pot in the filament. 
Never saw such before, altho in the 1920s 
filament control was common for volume 

control. Altho it's less than optimum, most of 
such simple 1 & 2 tube kits dispensed with 

any kind of audio level control and just advised 
you to adjust the regen if too loud -- altho that 
also widened the passband. Possibly the 
designers liked this way of controlling regen 

as it is a totally unreactive component (pure 
resistance, nowhere near the tuned circuit ) 

and not likely to be subject to hand capacity, 
detuning, something like that. Altho trying to 
tune in something on the 6 - 13 MHz band 

with one small tuning knob with no gear 

reduction at all, would be trying enuff. 

This lit for this radio sez "has pulled in stations 
500 miles away at night", which certainly can't 
be called overinflated advertising hype. Specs 
say plate voltage 22v, fil voltage 0.7 - 1.4, Ip 
total 0.6 mA. 

The tube is a 3A5, dual triode. This tube 
apparently has a filament for each side, with 

a common center connection, so you can run 

them in series or parallel. Or, more interesting, 
you can switch either section into operation by 
turning its filament off/on independently. This 
feature was used in the classic Western Radio 
Co., Novice ( 1-tube ) Receiver-Transmitter 

BN-1 (also called BN-80-40 ? ). Also, the Navy's 
WW2 rescue radio CRC-7 used this tube, altho 

i don't know if it made use of this feature.

To get there, take the A3 motorway toward London Bridge. Turn right on 
Tooley Street and use the car park near Tower Bridge. From there it is 
on the left in Tooley Street. 

On the Belfast, you should visit the Bridge Wireless Office (BWO) which 
is used today by the Royal Naval Amateur Radio Society (RNARS) with call 
Sign GB2RN. I last visited there on 12 September 1997. Equipment 
included B40 and B41 receivers and a Model 603 with transmitter (1.5 - 24
